INTRODUCTORY 


The  present  Exhibition,  embracing  Graeco-Phoenician  and 
Persian  Glass,  Etruscan,  Persian,  Mesopotamian  and  other  Pot¬ 
tery,  rare  Graeco-Roman  and  Egyptian  Bronzes,  together  with 
noteworthy  woven  and  embroidered  textiles,  Chinese  and  Greek 
sculpture  and  other  interesting  objects  of  near  and  far  Eastern 
art,  described  in  the  following  pages,  are  deserving  of  the  special 
attention  of  Museums,  Connoisseurs,  and  of  the  general  art- 
loving  public. 

The  collection  consists  of  about  five  hundred  articles,  among 
which,  of  particular  note  are  Persian,  Caucassian,  Hispano- 
Mauresque  and  Chinese  Rugs,  dating  from  the  fifteenth  to  the 
eighteenth  centuries,  and  representing  the  best  examples  in  their 
several  groups.  In  the  make-up  of  every  Mohammedan  there  is 
a  strong  religious  element;  five  times  daily  the  Muezzin  climbs 
his  minaret,  and,  uttering  the  Call  to  Prayer,  reminds  all  true 
followers  of  their  necessary  devotions.  The  Mussulman,  regard¬ 
less  of  where  he  may  be,  performs  his  simple  ablutions,  spreads 
his  prayer  rug  or  namazlik,  with  the  point  of  the  niche  toward 
Mecca,  the  Holy  City,  and  sinks  on  his  knees  in  supplication. 
The  Koran  and  the  teachings  of  his  religion  are  constantly  in 
his  ears  and  on  his  tongue.  Is  it  any  wonder  when  the  Eastern 
weaver,  sitting  before  his  loom  as  he  creates  a  masterpiece,  knot 
by  knot  and  weft  by  weft,  intwines  therewith  an  imperishable 
record  of  his  dogma  and  very  soul,  for  does  not  the  Molloh’s  cry 
ring  in  his  ears  as  his  nimble  fingers  tie  the  chromatic  knots  in 
numberless  succession,  moved  by  the  prayer,  “Allah  il  Allah, 
Mohamet  rasul  Allah?” 

It  is  not  possible  here  to  enter  into  details,  but  special  men¬ 
tion  must  be  made  of  the  textiles  and  carpets  represening  those 
centuries  which  mark  the  summit  of  the  weaver’s  art.  Notably 
the  beautiful  creations  from  Ispahan,  Bergamo,  Herat,  Sehna 
and  other  looms,  with  the  exceptional  Asia  Minor  prayer  and 
shrine  rugs.  It  may  be  readily  understood  that  such  rugs  were 
prized  by  the  Mussulman  owners  next  to  their  own  lives  or  their 
families ;  only  through  the  poverty  of  succeeding  generations 
have  they  become  obtainable  by  the  Western  world.  One  can 


easily  imagine  the  affectionate  regard  used  in  their  making,  and 
the  prayers  intertwined  with  their  myriad  knots  as  well  as  their 
zealous  preservation  of  such  labor. 

Among  the  objects  suitable  for  Museums  are  the  specimens 
of  Persian  and  Saracenic  pottery  coming  from  Ispahan,  Rhages, 
Damascus,  Rakka  and  the  Rhodian  kilns,  in  the  form  of  jars, 
vases,  plates  and  bowls.  In  recent  years,  through  the  opening 
of  the  mounds  at  Rakka,  one  of  the  most  ancient  cities  of  Meso¬ 
potamia,  on  the  banks  of  the  Euphrates,  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  early  Mesopotamian  pottery.  Khubacha  pottery  is  the 
product  of  the  Persian  mountain  villages.  Through  the  excava¬ 
tions  and  discoveries  of  the  Morgan  expedition,  much  Asiatic 
pottery  has  been  collected  and  some  noteworthy  examples  may 
now  be  found  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  where  they  are  highly 
prized. 

The  Egyptian  bronze  objects,  representing  the  deities  of 
their  mythology,  are  of  such  exceptional  interest  to  scholars  and 
collectors,  that  they  should  not  be  passed  without  mention,  as  also 
the  unusual  sculptured  fragments  which  have  come  down  from 
classical  periods.  Some  of  these  objects  have  been  selected  for 
illustration  and  are  worthy  of  the  attention  of  Museums.
